At 
about the same time, he made out- 
right gifts of $200,000 to each of 
the same 10 persons, a total of $2,- 


000, 000. ’ 


These arrangements were made 
about the time Mr. Singleton, then 
president of the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co., sold his interest to 
Caldwell & Co. of Nashville, ‘Tenn., 
at a profit of about’$7,000,000. Soon 
afterwar. he also acquired exten- 
sive acreage and established a 
model stock farm at the place of 
his birth in a log cabin near Wax- 
ahachie, Tex. : 

At the time of his death, he was 
a director in 16 corporations and 
president of a small railroad, two 
Texas banks and three cotton oil 
mills in Texas. 

The $500,000 insurance policy pay- 
able to the Missouri State Life In- 
gurance Co. was taken out with 
other companies about three years 
before he retired as president Feb. 
1, 1927, after disposing of his inter- 
ests in the company.

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ARMED BANDS CLASH 
WITH MEXICAN TROOPS 


Governor of Tamaulipas Says 
Incidents Were Minor and 
Minimizes Talk of Unrest. 


By the Associated Press. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Feb. 1— 
Gov. Marte R. Gomez of the Mexi- 
can State of Tamaulipas said today 
that clashes between armed bands 
and Mexican authorities were minor 
incidents, and said the Dorados, or 
Gold Shirts, were “trying to make 
the American people think there is 
unrest in Mexico.” 

The Governor, who flew yester- 
day to Matamoros, across the bor- 
der from here, from Victoria, cap- 
ita; of Tamaulipas, said he was sure 
the situation’ would be under con- 
trol within a few days. 

“They couldn't even take a settle- 
ment, much less a state or nation,” 
he said of the Gold Shirts, an or- 
ganization opposed to the present 
Mexican Government. 

Four men were killed and at least 
two wounded in clashes between 
Mexican Federals and the armed 
bands. 

Governor Calms Town. 

Tension was high in Matamoros 
after the fights and the populace 
stayed indoors most of the day. The 
situation quickly changed, however, 
when Gov. Gomez arrived. He 
strolled. around the plaza several 


times with Mayor Ladislas Carde- 


nas Jr. and other officials. Soon 
the people were out taking their 
evening stroll. 

Federal troops and agrarian re- 
servists killed two members of one

west of Matamoros. Troops killed 
another in a similar clash at El 
Soliseno ranch, 20 miles west of 
Matamoros. A Matomoros police- 
man was killed an¢ another wound- 
ed when they attempted to halt a 
mtéring. the town.

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GENTLE PRESSURE ON RUMANIA. 

England and France have given warning to Ru- 
mania on its new Government's anti-Semitic policy, 
but the warning is a gentle. one, and no discussion 
before the League Council is contemplated at present. 

There are ‘several reasons for the delicate ap- 
proach. The two Powers wish to give no ‘impetus. 
to Rumania’s obvious drift to the Rome-Berlin axis. 
They want also to avert another blow to the League, 
such as Rumania’s withdrawal or her denunciation | 
of a treaty. For the anti-Semitic program is a clear 
violation of the 1919 minorities pact, in which Ru- 
mania guaranteed full civi¢ and political rights. to 
the Jews. The mejor Powers consider it more 
politic, however, not to mention this aspect.

most homes is too dry during the 
winter months to furnish the nec- 
essary moisture, the plants should 
be placed in a pan of water once 
or twice a week and the leaves 
sprayed thoroughly with tepid wa- 
ter. If this spraying does not re- 
move all the dust which has col- 
lected on the leaves, take a soft 
cloth dripping with water and wash

N THE other hand, too much 

water on the roots will rot them 

and cause the plant to die quick- 
ly. Unless you know that your plant 
does not require an average amount 
of water, a good rule to follow is to 
have the dirt in the pot come to 
one-half inch of the top, then fill 
this space with water every day. If 
the pot is placed in a deep saucer 
or shallow pan filled with pebbles 
any excess water will drain off in- 
stead of remaining about the roots; 
this excess water in the saucer also 
gives a small amount of moisture to 
the air by its evaporation. The 
amount of water needed can be 
noted by observation of the plant’s 
reaction fo the supply given it day

Tf the watering and sunshine 
problem becomes too much for you, 
yet you want some living 
your room, a terrarium might be 
the solution. Small plants growing 
ih a covered glass bowl or aquar- 
jum, if ‘planted correctly, need 


practically no attention. Partial 


sunlight is most favorable and a 
fairly cool place is best for them. 


These plants will not need water 
ing unless the earth becomes dry; 
then sprinkle lightly with a bulb 
atomizer. Too much moisture makes 
a waterlogged soil which rots the 
roots. Sometimes a slight opening 
at the top of the container or open- 
ing the lid entirely for a few hours 
several times a week is advisable. 
In many cases, however, the lid 
may be left closed indefinitely. If 
the plants are carefully watched 
at first it will be very easy to know 
how to adjust the top to meet the 
air requirement. Too little air 
causes mildew which is easily dis- 
tinguishable. 


Bulbs, too, are among the easy 
plants to grow. Narcissus and 
hyacinths can be grown in water. 
Most other bulbs do best when 
grown in soi] that is rich and mel- 
low. Bulbs should be placed in a 
cool, dark place when first planted 
in order that their roots may de- 
velop properly. This will take from 
two to 14 weeks, depeniling on the 
particular bulb. When brought out 
of storage, place the bowl of bulbs 
in a cool, sunny place to develop 
the tops. After this they may be 
taken to a warmer room for bios 
soming. Narcissi, hyacinths and 
tulips are easiest to grow, but free- 
ad, anemones and Easter lilies 
will do very well after a little ex- 
perience.

OLD-FASHIONED SPICE CAKE 
Three-quarters cup butter, two 
cups brown sugar, three eggs, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one tea- 
spoon soda, one teaspoon cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoon each nutmeg and 
Gloves, one cup sour milk, a pinch 
of salt. Cream butter and sugar, 
add beaten eggs and then sifted dry 
ingredients alternately with the 
milk. Beat until well blended and 
bake in a moderate oven about 45 
minutes in two layers. When cool 
spread with caramel icing, as fol- 
lows: Two cups brown sugar, two 
egg’ whites, five tablespoons cold 
water, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon vanilla. Put all ingredi- 
ents into a double boiler and cook 
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between layers and over top of old- 
fashioned spice cake.
